18 VAC 110-20-20. Fees.

A. Unless otherwise provided, fees listed in this section shall not be refundable.

B. Feeforinitia pharmacist licensure.

The application fee for a pharmacist license shall be $50 [200 180].

The fees for taking al required examinations shall be paid directly to the examination
service as specified by the board.

The application fee for a person whose license has been revoked or suspended
indefinitely shall be $3060 500.

C. Renewal of pharmacist license.

The annual fee for renewal of aan active pharmacist license shall be $50{100 90].
The annual fee for renewal of an inactive pharmacist license shall be $35 [50 45].

If a pharmacist fails to renew his license within the Commonwesalth by the renewal

date, he must pay the back renewd fee and a $25 [35 30] late fee within 60 days of
expiration.

Failure to renew a pharmacist license within 60 days following expiration shall cause
the license to lapse and shall require the submission of a reinstatement application,
payment of all unpaid renewal fees, and a delinquent fee of $50 70.

D. Other licenses, er permits or facility registrations.

The following fees shall be required upon submission of anew facility application,
change of ownership of an existing facility, or annual renewal:

a Pharmacy permit $200 [300 270]
b. Permitted physician to dispense drugs $200 [3009 270]

c. Nonrestricted manufacturing permit $200 [300 270]



d. Restricted manufacturing permit $150 [200 180]

e. Wholesale distributor license $200 [300 270]
f. Warehouser permit $200 [300 270]
0. Medical equipment supplier permit $150 [200 180]
h. Licensed humane society permit $10 20
i. Non-resident pharmacy [$3060 270]
i. Non-resident wholesale distributor [$300 270]

2. Thefollowing fees shall berequired for facility changes:
a Application for a change of the pharmacist-in-charge $25 50

b. Application for achange of location or aremodeling which requires
an inspection $100 150

3. Thefollowing fees shal berequired for late renewals or reinstatement:

a If aleenseefacility failsto renew arequired license, er permit or registration prior
to the expiration date, a $25 late fee shal be assessed: asfollows:

1) For aresdent or non-resident pharmacy, permitted physician, non-restricted
manufacturer, resident or non-resident wholesale distributor, or warehouser, the
|ate fee shall be [$200 90].

2) For arestricted manufacturer or medical eguipment supplier, the late fee shall
be [$65 60].

b. If arequired license, er permit or facility registration is not renewed within 60
days after its expiration, the license or permit shall lapse, and continued practice or
operation of business with a lapsed license or permit shall be illegal. Thereafter,
reinstatement shall be at the discretion of the board upon submission of an
application accompanied by al unpaid renewal fees and a delinquent fee of $50
150.

E. Controlled substances registration

1. The application and annua fee for a controlled substances registration as required by
§ 54.1-3422 of the Code of Virginia shal be $20 [200 90].




2. If aregigtration is not renewed within 60 days of the expiration date, the back renewal
fee and a $20 [35-30] late fee shall be paid prior to renewal.

3. If acontrolled substance registration has been alowed to lapse for more than 60 days,
all back renewa fees and a $25 35 ddinquent fee must be paid before a current
registration will be issued. Engaging in activities requiring a controlled substance
registration without holding a current registration is illegal and may subject the
registrant to disciplinary action by the board. Reinstatement of a lapsed regidtration is
at the discretion of the board and may be granted by the executive director of the board
upon completion of an application and payment of all fees.

F. Other fees.
1. A request for aduplicate wall certificate shall be accompanied by afee of $25.
2. Thefeefor areturned check shall be $15 25.
3. Thefeefor board approval of anindividua CE program is $100.
4. The feefor board approval of arobotic pharmacy system shall be $150.

5. Thefee for aboard-required inspection of arobotic pharmacy system shall be $150.

A. Unless otherwise provided, feeslisted in this section shall not be refundable.

B. Feeforinitia license for apractitioner of the healing artsto sell controlled substances.
1. Theapplication feefor initial licensure shall be $200.

2. Theapplication fee for reinstatement of alicense, which has been revoked or
suspended indefinitely, shall be $300 500.

C. Renewa of licensefor a practitioner of the healing artsto sell controlled substances.
1. Theannua feefor renewal of aan active license shall be $50 [100 90].
2. Theannual feefor renewal of an inactive license shall be $35 [50 45].

3. Thelatefeefor renewa of alicense within 60 days after the expiration dateis $25
[35 30] in addition to the annual renewal fee.

4. Theddinquent fee for reinstatement of alapsed license is $50 70 in addition to all
unpaid renewal fees.
